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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-35 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The applicant 
admitted that almost all sections of the independent claims were known and in fact provided the 
standard, 3GPP, in which the information can be found.
